It is ,recommended that the first 
treatment should be made when the 
lumps caused by the grubs become 
conspicuous on the backs of the an- 
imals, and that second and third treat- 
ments should follow at twenty-eight 
day intervals,

You and your colleagues’ do the 
farmer, the backbone of Canada, a 
great wrotg if the guaranteed price 
is less than $1.00 Fort William, but 
the figure I have’ poticed in the 
paper of 60c is absolutely preposter- 
ous but 80¢ is better than no guaran- 
teed price. On behalf of myself and 
neighbours, I ask for an absolute 
minimum of $1,00 or at least 80c, 
which we had last season, 

Why not have @ Royal Commission 
appointed to find the cost of growing 
wheat and base the guarantee on cost. 
Not so long ago I saw in the press an 
analysis of the cost of growing blag 
in a large area and, from ry, I 
believe it was $1.08 Fort William 
which prac’ checks ‘with my 
cost figures, Possibly some in es-
